Applicant's arguments filed February 1 1 , 2008 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that "nothing in any of the cited references that teaches or suggests to an "amplitude adjustment mechanism 
configured for selectively adjusting a depth of said periodic modulation of the intensity of said optical signal" (independent claims 1) or 
"selectively adjusting a depth of said periodic amplitude modulation" (independent claim 56). Examiner respectfully disagrees. As it has 
been discussed in the After Final interview with Applicant's representative, the prior art reference selectively changes the modulation "duty 
ratio" which in turn changes the modulation depth of periodic modulation of the intensity of the optical signal. As an example, Taga et al. 
(U.S. Patent US 5,872,647) in fig. 9 (see below) specifically and explicitly illustrates that the modulation depth (extinguish ration) varies as 
the duty ration (pulse width) changes. The disclosure of Taga clearly shows that the combination of prior art references reads on the claim 
of the application with its broadest reasonable interpretation. Therefore, the rejection of the claims still stand. 
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
